It was said at 
magistrates’ court that 
there was CCTV footage 
of her which coincided 
with the times that cash 
was withdrawn from the 
account. 

She fought back tears as 
she admitted the charges 
at crown court. 

She admitted stealing a 
Halifax Bank card from 
Samantha Parker Murrell 
on March 4 last year, using 
the card to steal £300 on 
the same day and again 
the following day from the 
joint account of Samantha 
and Alan Parker Murrell. 

Judge John Holt agreed 
to a request from defence 
barrister Joanne Eley for a 
pre-sentence report on 
Mallows to be prepared by 
the Probation Service. 

Miss Eley told the court 
that Mallows had 
experienced difficulties in 
her private life over the 
past year. 

Mallows was released 
on bail until August 11 
when she is due to be 
sentenced. 

Judge Holt told her that 
all sentencing options 
remained open to the 
court.

A MAN who died in hospital after suffering 
horrific injuries when he was run over by a 
lorry in Newmarket High Street has been 
named by the police.

Jockey found hanged 
‘had loved his family’ 

A JOCKEY was found hanged after police 
broke into his flat, an inquest heard. 

Concerned friends of Raymond Canning, 55, 
alerted the police after he sent a text message 
to one of them. 

He was found with a ligature round his neck 
when officers broke into his Racing Welfare flat 
at Macdonald-Buchanan House, Howard De 
Walden Way, Newmarket, on the evening of 
December 2 last year. 

Dr Peter Dean, Suffolk coroner, said officers 
found what appeared to be a suicide note. 

He recorded that Mr Canning, described as a 
training jockey, took his own life and died from 
asphyxia due to hanging. 

Jeanette McPhillips, Mr Canning’s sister, said 
in a statement read by the coroner that he 
“loved his family and had a great sense of 
humour.” 

She said he was an “outgoing social person 
who had friends wherever he went.” 

But the coroner said Mr Canning had had 
“some sadness” in the period before his death.

Driver’s death 
‘accidental’

A VERDICT of 
accidental death 
has been recorded 
on a lorry driver 
who died in 
hospital a month 
after suffering 
serious injuries in 
an A14 smash. 

Kelsey Jordan, 26, 
died in Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital from com¬ 
plications arising from 
the injuries he received 
in the collision near 
Newmarket on January 
8 at around 4.40am. 

An inquest into his 
death heard that his 
Volvo box van crashed 
into the back of an 
articulated lorry which 
had stopped in the 
carriageway when the 
trailer brakes seized 
on. 

Mr Jordan, of Bull 
Road, Ipswich, had to 
be cut from the 
wreckage of his cab 
before he could be 
taken to hospital, the 
hearing was told. 

A pathologist who 
carried out a post¬ 
mortem examination

reported that he died 
in hospital on February 
6 from a pulmonary 
embolus - a blockage 
of a main blood vessel 
- as a result of being 
immobilised because 
of his leg injuries. 

The driver of the 
broken down lorry said 
he had just passed the 
BP service station on 


the westbound carr¬ 
iageway at Newmarket 
when the trailer’s 
brakes went on and 
eventually brought the 
vehicle to a halt. 

The inquest was told 
that he made a 999 call 
to alert police and was 
about to get out to 
wave down traffic 
when Mr Jordan’s lorry 


ploughed into the back 
of the trailer. 

The fuel tank on Mr 
Jordan’s lorry fell off 
and was hit by another 
lorry and a car. 

Other drivers 
reported seeing the 
broken down lorry and 
managed to drive 
around it, the inquest 
heard. 


Childminder appeals 
in home use case 


A CHILDMINDER 
has appealed against 
a council enforce¬ 
ment notice which 
requires her to stop 
using her home. 

Shirley Mingay, of 
St Peter’s Avenue, 
Moulton, has been 
told by Forest Heath 
District Council that 
she needs planning 
permission to 
continue looking 
after children at her 
bungalow. 

The council took 
action after a 
complaint by a 
neighbour about 
parents bringing 
children before 6am.

RICHARD Dunwoody has completed 
his challenge to walk 1,000 miles in 
1,000 hours. 

The former jockey has walked one 
mile an hour every hour for the last 
42 days and nights to repeat a 
historic 200-year-old bet won by 
Captain Robert Barclay in 1809. 

One of Britain’s most successful 
riders, Dunwoody, 45, walked half a 


mile from the Bedford Lodge Hotel in 
Newmarket, Suffolk, and back again 
999 times. 

He completed the home straight at 
Newmarket Racecourse in time for 
the start of the Bunbury Cup on 
Friday. 

But the final leg of the journey 
nearly turned to tragedy when Mr 
Dunwoody was almost flattened by a 


truck which spun out of control and 
collided with a tree close to him. 

Speaking after the charity feat, Mr 
Dunwoody said: “The support has 
been fantastic -1 have had so many 
different people walking with me. It 
has just been a great, great journey.” 

He said he was looking forward to 
a good night’s sleep and “and maybe 
a tipple or two of my choice”. 


Swine flu case 
is confirmed 

A CASE of swine flu has been 
confirmed at a school in 
Soham. 

One pupil at the Weatheralls 
Primary School, on Pratt Street, 
has contracted the disease. 

The school’s headmistress, 
Chrissy Barclay, confirmed on 
Tuesday that a 5-year-old boy 
had caught the H1N1 virus. 

The school has remained 
open and the pupil is 
recovering at home. 

Mrs Barclay said: “I can 
confirm that a pupil, a five- 
year-old boy, has got swine flu. 

“But we are following the 
Health Protection Agency’s and 
local authority’s advice and he 
is recovering at home. 

“At the end of the day, we 
have more than 460 pupils so 
we were never going to close 
because one child had the 
illness.” 

The news came a week after 
Busy Bees Playgroup, in Little- 
port, was forced to close its 
doors for two days after a child 
was diagnosed with the illness. 


Police forced 
to break in 

POLICE found a man 
had hanged himself 
after they broke into his 
home. 

Officers were called to 
Gary Baker’s home in 
Manderston Road, 
Newmarket, after his 
father, Les, became 
concerned that he could 
not contact him, an 
inquest in Bury St 
Edmunds heard. 

Police had to bring an 
"enforcer" - a piece of 
equipment used to raid 
houses to force open 
the door which was 
locked inside. 

They found Mr Baker, a 
43-year-old machinist, 
had hanged himself 
from a hook by a 
wardrobe. 

Suffolk coroner Dr Peter 
Dean recorded that Mr 
Baker "took his own life" 
on May 18 and his 
death was due to 
hanging. 

He said that a statement 
by Mr Baker’s brother, 
Michael, showed 
"background matters 
and concerns" that may 
have led him to take his 
own life. 


Final costs of 
revamp at HQ 


A REVAMP of a council's 
headquarters has been 
completed at a cost of 
nearly £400,000. 

Members of Forest Heath 
District Council were yesterday 
considering a "final report" on 
the work at the council’s offices 
in College Heath Road, 
Mildenhall, which was 
completed last month. 

The work, which included new 
chairs for the councillors and a 
new staff room, had been cut 
down from an original proposal 
to carry out a £3 million 
refurbishment of the offices. 

But the bigger scheme was 
shelved when it became likely 
that the council would be 
absorbed into a much larger

Committee’s review of local 
government in Suffolk. 

The "final report" to 
councillors shows that the final 
cost of the work is expected to be 
£397,000 - just under the budget 
of £400,000. 

But it does not include 
spending on the roof and 
windows of the building which is 
more than 20 years old. 

An earlier report showed that 
more than £167,000 needed to 
be spent on the roof. 

But the work is due to be 
funded from the council’s annual 
maintenance budget. 

The revamp was carried out 
partly to make better use of 


space in the building following 
staff reductions. 

Most of the council’s housing 
staff transferred to Kings Forest 
Housing which took over all the 
council homes nearly five years 
ago and has separate offices in 
Mildenhall. 

Finance staff have moved to 
the Thetford offices of the Anglia 
Revenues Partnership which 
handles council tax and benefits 
for three councils. 

More recently leisure staff 
joined Anglia Community 
Leisure, a trust set up to run 
leisure centres and swimming 
pools in the district. 

The report to councillors says 
that the work will improve staff 
morale, recruitment and staff 
retention by improving working 
conditions.

About 200 people swapped black 
for bright colours to celebrate the life 
of the courageous 14-year-old and his 
achievements during his four-year 
battle with the illness. 

As family, friends, school mates 
and others who knew Liam gathered 
inside the church last Friday, hordes 
of people lined the street to say their 
final goodbyes. 

The heroic teenager’s funeral took 
place at the Church of Our Lady and 
St Etheldreda in Newmarket, 
followed by a procession and private

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burial in Soham. As the procession 
moved towards the burial place, 
hundreds of people gathered outside 
Soham Village College, where Liam 
was a pupil, to pay their respects. 

Liam died peacefully at his home 
in Soham on Tuesday, lune 30, with 
his family at his bedside. He leaves 
his mum and dad, Sarah and Mark, 
and his brother, Callum. 

At the funeral, his mum read a 
touching poem she had written 
about her son, ending with: “I love 
you to the moon and back mate”. 

Tributes were also made by one of 
Liam’s best friends, Liam Harlow, 
representatives from children’s 
cancer care charity CLIC Sargent, and 


other family members. The service 
also included beautiful readings, 
prayers, hymns and a communion, 
during which a song called Liam’s 
Smile was played. There was not a dry 
eye in the house when Liam’s coffin 
was taken out with M People’s Proud 
playing in the background. 

The awe-inspiring teen raised 
more than £320,000 for CLIC Sargent 
despite battles against tumours in his 
leg and lung. Liam’s bravery earned 
him meetings with Prince William 
and the Prime Minister and the 
accolade of Child of Courage at the 
Pride of Britain Awards. 

Liam began his fundraising 
campaign in December 2006 when 
his best friend and fellow cancer 
sufferer, lack Wilkinson, died at the 
age of 12.

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Verger fell 
from ladder 


A CHURCH verger 
died when he fell 
from a ladder inside 
the tower after 
winding the clock. 

Jack Sturgeon, 80, lost 
his footing as he was 
coming down the ladder at 
St Mary’s Church, 
Mildenhall, an inquest 
into his death heard. 

He had earlier helped 
ring the bells at the end of 
a wedding service.

Mildenhall, had colon 
cancer and chronic 
obstructive pulmonary 
disease which affected his 
breathing. 

Dr Dean, reading from 
witness statements, said 
emergency services were 
called after Mr Sturgeon’s 
fall, on the afternoon of 
Saturday, August 30, last 
year, but paramedics and 
a doctor from the air 
ambulance were unable to 
save him. 

Dr Pam Chrispin, who 
had arrived in the air 
ambulance, said she spoke 
to Mr Sturgeon’s wife, 
Beryl, who had been in 
church at the time and 
explained that they had 
done all they could for 
him. 

Marion Turner, captain 
of the church bell ringers, 
said she had asked Mr 


Sturgeon if he was all right 
when he sat on a bench in 
the bell tower after they 
had rung the bells. 

But he said he was OK 
and then climbed the 
ladder to wind the clock. 

“As he was coming 
down he appeared to miss 
his footing and his foot 
was outside the steps. He 
didn’t make a sound and 
fell backwards. His head 
struck the concrete floor,” 
she said. 

She said in her state¬ 
ment that Mr Sturgeon 
had previously been 
affected by vertigo but had 
got over it. 

Mr Sturgeon’s brother, 
Peter, said in a statement 
read by the coroner, he 
spent “endless hours” in 
his duties at the church. 

He added: “He was well 
known and liked by many 
and will be sorely missed.”

Farm owners see red 
over attack on alpacas 


ANIMALS have been doused with 
paint by vandals who struck at an 
organic farm. 

A dozen alpacas were splashed 
with red paint in the latest incident 
at the farm attached to the Busy 
Bees Nursery School at Beck Row, 
near the Mildenhall US Air Force 
base. 

The incident, on Wednesday 
night last week, came just four 
days after a pony was painted blue 
and a pig was painted red at the 
farm. 

Jean Beales, 61, who runs the 
farm and the nursery school with 
her husband Richard, 64, said: 

“I’m absolutely outraged and 
really angry. I feel so sorry for the 
animals. 

“We have the little organic farm 
for the children as part of the 
curriculum. We didn’t tell them 
what had happened this morning, 
but some of the staff burst into 
tears.” 


The worst affected alpaca, a 
brown female called Flurie, was 
found trembling and distressed in 
the paddock off the All01 road. 
Her woolly coat had been turned 
pink by the paint. 

Mrs Beales said: “When the pig 
and the pony were sprayed I put it 
down to July 4 high spirits. But I 
don’t believe the Americans are 
involved in any way. We have a 
good relationship with them and 
their discipline is such that none of 
them would do anything like this.” 

The couple were advised by a vet 
to clean off the oil-based paint with 
a mild detergent and warm water. 

Police were already investigating 
the earlier incident on the night of 
Saturday, July 4, and had appealed 
for anyone with information to

Investigation after engineer 
falls from telegraph pole 

THE Health and Safety Executive is investigating 
an incident in which an engineer fell more than 
20ft from a telegraph pole.

Plans should all 


go to committee 

Sir, It would appear that anyone 
finding a Forest Heath planning 
application objectionable must 
object strongly to get the matter 
considered. 

I refer to the issue and comments 
surrounding the planned conversion 
of Newmarket Conservative Club 
C Letters , July 9). 

They must first trace the planning 
application and if the matter is 
deemed to be subject to the planning 
officer’s delegated power they must 
be very forceful and convincing to get 
the matter considered by the 
planning committee. 

Twelve of the 22 (of the 27) 
councillors at council on July 16, 

2008, voted for the planning officer to 
have power to determine planning 
matters without reference to the 
committee. 

My personal view is that all planning 
matters should be determined by the 
planning committee, even if non- 
contentious matters are simply 
rubber-stamped en bloc. 

The decision regarding change of use 
for the Newmarket Conservative Club 
is possibly not unreasonable but the 
matter can hardly be claimed to be 
non-contentious.

Exploding tyre 
killed driver 


A LORRY driver 
died when a tyre 
exploded as he was 
trying to remove 
rocks and debris 
jammed between 
the back wheels, an 
inquest heard. 

Marshall Bell, 51, had 
stopped in a lay-by on 
the A14 where he was 
seen working with a 
hammer and chisel to 
remove the debris. 

Passing drivers 
reported seeing his 
body thrown in the air 
by the force of the 
explosion. 

Mr Bell, of East Fen 
Common, Soham, died 
from chest injuries 
despite efforts by an 
emergency medical 
practitioner to revive

him. Dr Peter Dean, 
Suffolk coroner, 
recorded a verdict of 
accidental death at the 
inquest held at the 
Athenaeum in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

The inquest heard 
that the tyres on Mr 
Bell’s tipper lorry were 
inflated to 110 pounds 
per square inch. 

He had earlier 
delivered 10 tonnes of 
sharp sand in the 
Stowmarket area. 

Mr Bell had then 
stopped in a lay-by at 
Haughley where 
witnesses saw the lorry 
parked with the tipper 
raised and Mr Bell 
leaning over the rear 


tyres with hammer and 
chisel. 

Other drivers who 
witnessed the incident, 
which happened at 
around 12.20pm on 
March 26, said there 
was a loud explosion 
and one said they heard 
a second tyre hissing 
afterwards. 

The coroner read a 
statement from Ian 
Osier, a director of 
Geoff Hobbs Haulage 
who employed Mr Bell, 
in which he said that 
health and safety 
training had been given 
covering the procedure 
for removing debris 
from between the twin 
tyres on lorry axles. 

Mr Osier said that the 
tyres should be deflated 
or the wheels removed 
if the debris could not 


be easily removed. 

The training did not 
advocate the use of a 
hammer and chisel. 

A report by Pc Kevin 
Fuller, read by the 
coroner, said that a 
hammer, chisel and 
iron bar were found at 
the scene. 

One of the tyres had a 
split which could have 
been caused by a sharp 
object. 

Debris and stones 
were found next to the 
tyres. 

Mr Bell, a lorry driver 
for 30 years, is survived 
by his wife Tracey, 11- 
year-old daughter Daisy 
and his three step¬ 
children, Bradley 
Waters, 21, Matthew 
Waters, 18, and 15-year- 
old Holly Waters.

When Pc Gary Miller arrived 
he tried to open the car door, 
but it was locked. 


When Petrovic opened the 
door he smelt of alcohol and 
when he got out of the vehicle 
the officer had to help hold 
him up so that he did not fall 
over. A breath test gave a 
reading of 79 millilitres per 100 
milligrammes, when the legal 
limit is 35. 

Mark Thompson, for 
Petrovic, said his client’s main 
concern was that he is a full¬ 
time carer for his parents, 


aged 83 and 84, who live at the 
Elveden Estate some 15 miles 
from his home and he 
currently visits them two or 
three times a day 
He is supported by his 
partner, who works as a 
solicitor, but she can only 
drive him to visit his parents at 
the weekend. Petrovic was also 
fined £100 and ordered to pay 
£60 costs plus a £15 victim 
surcharge.

Racing sales 
see £2m drop

THE latest racehorse sales 
at Newmarket were more 
than £2 million down on 
last year’s. 

The three-day July sale at 
Tattersalls, the racehorse 
auctioneers, saw 438 horses sold

But auction bosses declared 
themselves happy with the result. 

The previous year 507 horses 
were sold for a total of nearly £7.9 
million with an average price of 
£15,564. The sale coincides with 
the July festival race meeting in 
Newmarket. 

Edmond Mahony, Tattersalls 
chairman, said: “With nearly 200 
fewer lots catalogued than last 
year and a relative shortage of 
genuine quality we knew,

“Since the global recession 
took hold, bloodstock sales 
throughout the world have 
suffered in line with economic 
trends but we have seen 
sustained demand at all levels of 
the market this week.

A COUNCIL has been 
accused of a “jobsworth” 
attitude after threatening 
to remove an advertising 
board for a recently- 
opened tea room. 

An official from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
warned Tania Baker, who runs 
the By Jove tea room in Burwell, 
that the A-board sign could be 
seized and she could be faced 
with paying a penalty to get it 
back. 

Mrs Baker said the sign, which 
she puts on a grass verge 
opposite her Victorian-style 
business in the village’s High 
Street, did not constitute a 
hazard or an obstruction. 

“We only put the sign out to let 
people know we are open and 
we take it in when we are 
closed,” she said. 

“I feel the council is being 
high-handed. It’s a jobsworth 
issue. I would have thought 
councils would have something 
better to do and be trying to help 
businesses in a recession. 

“We have spent a lot of money 
to get the business going and 
provide jobs for 11 people. Now 
they are jeopardising that over a

But a Cambridgeshire County 
Council spokesman said: “We 
are not doing this to be difficult. 
It’s the law. These signs can be a 
hazard to people who are 
visually impaired or in 
wheelchairs. 

“If these sort of signs are hit by 
a pedestrian or a car and 
someone is injured, not only is 
the business liable but the 
taxpayer could have to pay 
compensation. 

“We do our best to support 
businesses and advise them. If 
this lady had come to us before 
she put the sign out we would 
have been able to explain what 
she could do. 

“It’s not a case of being a 
‘jobsworth’. We would be more 
than happy if she came and 
spoke to us.” 

The issue echoes problems in 
Newmarket High Street where 
three councils are trying to tackle 
the issue of unauthorised 
advertising boards as well as 
tables and chairs on the 
pavements.

S ITTING in her 
shady 

summerhouse, 
watching a robin take 
a dip in die pond, Joy 
Martin is enjoying a 
moment’s peace. It is, 
she explains, the calm 
before the storm: in 
just a few days, she 
and husband Joff 
Duck will embark on 
a two-year expedition 
- to cycle right across 
the Americas. 

“He first mentioned it 
when we were on 
honeymoon,” explains Joy, 
with a laugh. “We were in 
Chile, sitting on a bus, and 
saw these cyclists go past. 
Joff said ‘I’ve always 
wanted to cycle across 
North America and then all 
the way down to the 
southernmost tip of South 
America. What do you 
think?’... 

“I said ‘Yes, alright then’, 
little realising that we 
would actually go - or that 
we’d go so soon. It’s 22 
months since the wedding 
and we’ll be travelling for 
24, longer than we’ve been 
married. That’s quite a 
scary thought! 

“But we’re both very 
excited. And we know 
we’re doing it for a very 
good cause.” 

Looking out on her 
idyllic country garden, 
complete with pet 


About to embark on a sponsored cycle ride across the 
Americas - which will span 20,000 miles and two whole 
years - Lode couple Joy Martin and Joff Duck tell ALICE 
RYAN about her battle with chronic fatigue, their meeting 
online and why they want to raise £50,000 for charity. 


chickens pottering about 
on the lawn, Joy pauses as 
Joff walks into the 
summerhouse with a 
loaded tea tray. Settling on 
the sofa, mugs in hand, the 
couple explain they are 
cycling in aid of Action 
Duchenne - aiming to 
raise £50,000 for the 
charity. 

Duchenne Muscular 
Dystrophy is, adds Joy, a 
cause close to their hearts. 
A friend’s son, George, 5, is 
battling the condition: a 
rare and incredibly severe 
muscle wasting disease, it 
causes paralysis and, 
eventually, death. 

Found mostly in boys, 
it’s a genetic condition 
which affects about J00 
children born in the UK 
each year. Sufferers have a 
life-expectancy between 
early teens and mid-30s. 

“It’s just tragic,” says Joy, 
a youth worker. “We 
thought this was a good 
way not only of raising 
money for Action 
Duchenne, but also of 
raising awareness of the 
disease.” 

Cycling across the 
Americas, some 20,000 


miles, would be a 
challenge for anyone. For 
Joy, who has fought her 
own battle against ill- 
health, it will be an awe¬ 
inspiring achievement. 

“Six years ago I 
developed chronic fatigue 
syndrome,” explains the 
47-year-old. 

“My nephew had really 
bad flu and he spent a 
whole day just lying on me. 
I then caught the flu and so 
did my sister, who’s 
incredibly fit. 

“It knocked us both out 
for about JO days; we were 
phoning each other, saying 
‘Can you move yet?’ But, 
while she gradually got 
better, I didn’t. 

“It was like the flu never 
went: I still had the aching 
limbs, the terrible 
tiredness... It felt like I 
was dragging my body 
through treacle. And, every 
day when I got up, it 
seemed that the sky was 
grey. After a while, I forgot 
what normal was, really.” 

A very active person, Joy 
used to cycle to work - in 
Cambridge, from her 
cottage in Lode - every 
day. She went running as 


often as possible. And she 
was doing several different 
jobs: as well as doing youth 
work herself, she was 
training new youth 
workers too. 

“I was very busy,” admits 
Joy. “But that’s how I like to 
be. When I developed the 
chronic fatigue it was 
awful: all of a sudden I 
couldn’t cycle anywhere, 
and I certainly couldn’t 
run.” 

Consulting the doctor, 
Joy was referred to a 
specialist. “Everyone 
seemed to think I had 
depression,” she 
remembers. “I thought, 

‘No, I’m not depressed’. But 
when lots and lots of 
people are telling you 
something you do start to 
think ‘Well, maybe I am. 
Maybe I’m just missing it’.” 

Prescribed medication, 
Joy says it made her feel 
worse - even more 
exhausted - than before. 

So she stopped taking it. 
Going on to see another 
therapist, a specialist in 
cognitive behavioural 
therapy, Joy’s chronic 
fatigue was finally 
identified; she began a

rehabilitation programme 
and says she has never 
looked back. 

“I started by doing just a 
few minutes’ exercise at a 
time, and gradually built it 
up,” she explains. “I don’t 
know if I’ll ever be totally 
over it: I’ll always have to 
listen to my body and 
make sure I rest when I 
need to.” 

Joy and Joff, who are 
funding their trip 
themselves (by, among 
other things, renting out 
their cottage), plan to 
cover an average of 50 
miles a day, five days a 
week. “Some days we 
might do J00 miles; other 
days we’ll only do seven,” 
explains Joff. “And we’ve 
allowed two rest days a 
week.” 

Joff, 41, has, he 
confesses, dreamed of 
cycling across the 
Americas for years - 
inspired, in part, by travel 
writers like Bruce Chatwin. 

A conservation officer, 
Joff has quit his job to go 
travelling; Joy, who worked 
at Eotas (Education Other 
Than At School) in 
Cambridge, has left her job 
too. It is, they admit, a 
huge life change. But both 
seem undaunted. 

“Joff and I met online, 
believe it or not,” says Joy, 
laughing again. “I started 
online dating because I 
just couldn’t meet anyone 
who was intelligent and 
adventurous; as Joff says, 
that’s an important part of 
the mixture.” 

“I started online dating 
as a bit of fun,” adds Joff, 
with a grin. “I’d met a few 
mad women, to be honest, 
and someone suggested I 


try it. I thought there was a 
bit of a stigma attached to 
it, but thought it might be 
fun. 

“When I started I 
thought it was brilliant. It 
was like being in a 
sweetshop. I met up with 
one girl and we didn’t 
really get on. And then I 
met Joy.” 

The couple’s first date, at 
Quy Mill, was in the August 
of 2006. By September, Joff 
knew he’d met Miss Right. 
“We went out for dinner 
and I remember saying 
‘One day we’re going to get 
married’; Joy smiled and 
said ‘Yes’. 

“I’d never been 
anywhere remotely near 
that point before in my life, 
but we just seemed to fit.” 

A year after they met, Joy 
and Joff were married. He’d 
moved into her house in 
Lode and they decided to 
wed at the village church - 
and then have a reception 
in Joy’s beloved garden. 

Although Joff mentioned 
the mammoth cycle ride 
during their honeymoon, 
the couple only decided 
they were definitely going 
to do it last Christmas. 

And, ever since then, it’s 
been all systems go. 

As well as updating their 
cycle kit, they have spent 
hours researching their 
route. Producing a whole 
sheaf of road maps, Joff 
unfurls the first - to show 
their official starting point, 
in Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
Canada. 

The journey will then 
tack right across North 
America, through Idaho, 
Minnesota, Montana, 
Washington, and then 
straight down the west 


coast of South America. 
The South American leg 
goes through Guatemala, 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica, 
Panama - and right 
through the Andes. 

It will, adds Joff, be a 
tough ride at times. 

The expedition will end, 
in two years’ time, at 
Ushuaia in Argentina, 
known as southernmost 
city in the world. 

While planning, Joy and 
Joff joined an online 
network for couch surfers: 
in turn for giving travellers 
a bed for the night in the 
UK, they can stay with 
fellow surfers in then- 
homes - wherever in the 
world they might be. 

The couple kick-started 
their fundraising for Action 
Duchenne by opening 
their stunning garden, 
nestled right behind the 
church in Lode. And they 
also organised an auction 
of promises, offering 
everything from a day’s fly 
fishing to the use of a 
holiday home in the Alps. 
So far they have raised 
more than £4,000. 

The couple have set up a 
website, www.cyclethe 
americas.org, so their 
supporters can chart their 
progress; they will be 
blogging as often as they 
can. 

“It is really exciting,” 
adds Joy. “Just think: by the 
time people read this, we’ll 
be somewhere in Canada

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Victory for 
the councils 


PLANS for a shake-up 
of local government 
in Suffolk have been 
successfully chal¬ 
lenged in the High 
Court. 

The ruling will delay an 
announcement by the 
government’s Boundary 
Committee about the 
future of councils in the 
county 

Four councils mounted 
the legal challenge. They 
included Forest Heath 
District Council, whose 
area includes Newmarket 
and Mildenhall, and St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council which includes the 
Haverhill area. 

In a joint statement, the 
councils’ leaders said: “We 
challenged the Boundary 
Committee on the grounds 
that their process was 
unfair. The court has 
decisively ruled in our 
favour, quashing the draft 
proposals that the 
Boundary Committee 
issued on March 19. 

“The court has also 
awarded costs against the

Boundary Committee and 
the Secretary of State but 
they do have the right to 
appeal against these 
decisions. 

“We are pleased with the 
result. Our only concern 
was to ensure a fair 
consultation process and a 
proper representation of 
the views of the people of 
Suffolk. We will continue 
to fight to ensure that 
people’s views are taken 
into account.” 

The councils have 
complained that the 
Boundary Committee only 
consulted on proposals for 
a single council covering 
the whole county or one 
council for the Ipswich and 
Felixstowe areas and 
another one for the rest of 
the county. 

Forest Heath, St 
Edmundsbury and the two 
other councils argued that 
their favoured option for 
separate councils for the 
east and west of the county 


had not been put to the 
public. 

The Boundary Com¬ 
mittee said it was dis¬ 
appointed with the 
judgement. A statement 
from the committee said: 
“At this stage the com¬ 
mittee is still waiting to 
hear from the court what, if 
any, further action it may 
need to take to comply 
with the judgment. 

“Following those dec¬ 
isions the committee will 
need to consider the 
implications for the 
structural review in Suffolk. 
It will also consider 
whether there are 
implications for its work in 
Devon and Norfolk. The 
committee has been 
granted leave to appeal 
against the judgment. 

“Any further uncertainty 
caused in Devon, Norfolk 
and Suffolk is regrettable, 
but the committee sees no 
other option in moving 
forward but to consider 
very carefully what impact 
today’s decision has for 
both its process and for its 
future work programme.”

T HERE can be few finer ways 
to while away a warm 
summer’s evening than 
watching an open-air play in the 
beautiful grounds of a Cambridge 
college - assuming the weather is 
kind, of course.

Stay hot by growing 
your own chillies 


FEELING hot, hot, hot? Well 
if you want the sizzling 
summer atmosphere to 
continue in your cooking, 
you could consider growing 
some patio chillies. 

But do you need a greenhouse 
to grow them, or can you just do it 
outside? 

Indeed, they fare best in the 
shelter of a greenhouse but can 
also be grown outside, and as 
there are more than 1,000 different 
varieties there’s bound to be one to 
suit your taste. 

Last year Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine, put chillies to the test to 
find out which varieties were most 
suited to the outdoors and 
whether they would ripen in what 
turned out to be a very poor 
summer. 

Researchers grew 20 varieties 
from seed in March and put them 
out in early fune, feeding them 
once a week with tomato fertiliser 
after the fruits had set. 

They identified six varieties 
which will do well whatever the 
weather. 

‘Filius Blue’, a medium-strength 
chilli with masses of brightly- 
coloured fruits turning from green 
to bluish purple and then red, was 
voted Best Buy. 

It’s ideal for patio pots or 
hanging baskets, and in the trial 
produced around 65 small, cherry¬ 
like fruits per plant, of which more 
than half had ripened by the end 
of the trial in October. 

The other winner was ‘Aurora’, a 
compact plant producing loads of 
slightly hotter chillies which 
ripened well, going from purple to

orange to bright red by the 
autumn. 

The fruits are short and pointed, 
measuring around 27mm in 
length, held above attractive dark 
green foliage, and are ideal for 
smaller pots and window baskets. 
Both these varieties are available 
from Cookoo Box Chillies 
( www.cookooboxchillies.com or 
call 07749 828 168) and W 
Robinson & Son 
( www.mammothonion.co.uk or 
01524 791210). 

Other good performers 
included ‘Prairie Fire’, an 
interesting-looking type which 
produces upward-pointing fruits 
which ripen from pale lemon 
through orange to bright red. They 
become bushy plants, producing 
enough foliage to fill patio pots. 
However, only 15 per cent of the 
fiery fruits had turned bright red 
by the end of the trial. 

‘Orozco’ and ‘Newmex Twilight’ 
did well outside as ornamental 
plants, but relatively few fruits 
ripened, while ‘Gold Nugget’ 
produced an abundance of small, 
rounded decorative fruits, many of 
which ripened. 

There were some turkeys in the 
trial, though, varieties which didn’t

produce many ripe fruits and 
didn’t look pretty either, including 
‘Balloon’, ‘Fish’ and ‘Friar’s Hat’. 

If you want to have a go with 
chillies, sow seeds in March in a 
propagator or on a warm window¬ 
sill, prick out seedlings into indi¬ 
vidual pots and then pot on until 
they are ready to place in their final 
25-30cm diameter container. 

Support the stems with canes 
when the fruit is developing on all 
but the smallest types and keep 
plants indoors until all risk of frost 
has passed. Water them when the 
compost is dry to the touch.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Salvia 

The deep purples and blues of 
these wonderful hardy perennials 
can create a focal point in borders 
or informal areas of the garden. 

The plants, which grow to around 
60cm (2ft), produce wonderful 
spikes of colour and their flowers 
attract bees and butterflies. They 
thrive in all reasonable garden soils 
in sun or light shade, although they 
vary in winter hardiness and 
length of flowering time. Cut off 
the flower spikes as soon as they 
fade to keep the plants blooming 
into September. Mulch well in 
spring with well-rotted organic 
matter and give them a liquid feed 
a couple of times during the 
summer. Good varieties include S. 
nemerosa ‘Ostfriesland’, S. x 
sylvestris ‘May Night’ and 
’Blauhugel’. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Summer Cabbage 
You should be harvesting early 
varieties of summer cabbages now, 
when the heads feel firm and 
before the leaves are attacked by 
mealy aphid or caterpillars. 

Cabbages are greedy feeders, so 
they need to be planted in soil 
which has been previously 
enriched with plenty of organic 
matter, and they prefer a slightly 
alkaline soil. 

For the earliest crop, sow quick¬ 
maturing varieties in pots in 
February, keep them in an 
unheated greenhouse or other 
sheltered spot and water regularly. 
They should be planted out 
around April or May, when they are 
around 12cm tall, with at least four 
leaves. Water the pots or seedbed 
well and plant the seedlings so that 
the base of the first pair of leaves 
sits on the soil surface, then water 
in. 

Allow 45cm diameter per plant 
in a border or one plant to a 20cm 
pot. Cover newly-planted cabbages 
with fleece or fine netting 
supported on plastic hoops to 
prevent flies getting near your 
crops, and stopping other flying 
pests such as die flea beede, mealy 
cabbage aphids and cabbage white 
butterflies. Good early cabbages 
include ‘Derby Day’, ‘Hispi’ and 
‘Golden Acre Primo’.

( Mazda3 1.6TS2) 


The Mazda3: improvements in every area. 


THE outgoing Mazda3 was 
hardly old-fashioned in 
terms of its exterior 
design, but the new model 
really raises the game with 
sharper, bolder and 
sportier looks, writes 
Richard M Hammond. 

It’s a functional design, too, 
with improved aerodynamics, 
increased fuel economy and 
reduced road and wind noise. 

After the exterior changes, 
it’s the difference inside the 
cabin that will be most 
noticeable for drivers of the 
outgoing Mazda3. 

Considerably quieter than 
before, particularly with a 
smoother petrol engine, the 
interior boasts a pleasantly 
high level of refinement at 
motorway speeds. 

That’s backed up by a 
marked improvement in 
overall interior quality, too. Soft 
touch plastics bring the 
interior trim to a level that 
matches and in some cases 
beats the better selling 
opposition, while the level of 
equipment available 
depending on trim level - is 
impressive. 

Greater refinement and 
interior quality helps raise the 
Mazda3’s game considerably, 
but it was already in good 
company as far as driving was 
concerned. Like the previous 
model it shares a platform with 
the Ford Focus - a model 
highly regarded for its on-road 
abilities. 

As a result of the sophisti¬ 
cated underpinnings, the 
Mazda3 is extremely 
competent on the road. 
Mazda’s own suspension 
settings are a little firmer, 
deliberately designed to 
counter body roll. In fact, the 
whole body has been stiffened 
to improve its road manners. 
This equates to a less forgiving 
ride than some of its 
competitors, but also amplifies 
the keen road holding. A very 
confident car through corners, 
it’s reassuring and predictable 


to drive. 

It should also be more fuel 
efficient than the outgoing 
model. The previously 
mentioned aerodynamics 
lower drag, requiring less effort 
from the engines and saving 
fuel in return. As far as the 
popular 1.6-litre petrol unit is 
concerned, that means a very 
respectable average fuel 
consumption figure and C02 
emissions down to less than 
150g/km from more than 
160g/km. 

Smooth, refined and free- 
revving, the 1.6-litre is an 
excellent trade-off for drivers 
willing to forgo outright 
performance for much 
improved running costs. 
Although it runs out of puff 
sooner than the two-litre 
petrol and 1.6-litre diesel units 
uphill, well-spaced ratios in 
the five-speed manual gearbox 
and a body lightened as with 
the Mazda2, overcome the 
shortfall in power and torque. 

As a family vehicle, the 
reduced running costs of the 
1.6-litre petrol unit make 
perfect sense, as does the 
traditional five-door layout. 
Boot space is ample for a car in 
this segment and the rear 
bench will seat three children 
comfortably. Legroom in the 
back is not the most generous, 
however, and while three 
adults could occupy the rear 
they would not be afforded the 
space of some of the Mazda’s 
rivals. The short rear doors also 
seem a little odd given the 
Mazda’s long platform, but 
overall interior space is 
reflective of the segment. 

With improvements in 
almost every arena, Mazda’s 
new family hatchback looks set 
to continue as the manufac¬ 
turer’s most popular model.

IT'S a tough time for the 
car industry but British- 
built vehicles are staging 
a strong comeback in the 
face of all the doom and 
gloom. 

BMW is celebrating the 
landmark of 1.5 million Minis 
produced. 

And the Vauxhall Astra is 
another vehicle that will prove 
vital to the future of Britain’s 
car industry when its latest 
model goes on sale here in late 
autumn. 

Mark Adams, vice-president 
of design for Vauxhall’s parent 
company GM Europe, says the 
latest Astra continues with the 
same styling cues seen in the 
good-looking Insignia, but 
with a more individual look to 
avoid the sense of‘cloning’. 

But it could turn out to be 
one of those cars whose 
interior attributes stimulate 
sales. The Astra’s cabin is 
roomier than before and there 
are some clever storage 
solutions, too. 

A survey found the 20 most 


common glovebox items were 
pens, coins, a torch, a road 
atlas, a parking disc, 
sunglasses, a wallet, paper 
tissues, a mobile phone, CDs, 
sweets, cups, magazines, 
newspapers, fruit, a first aid kit, 
a jacket, a drinks bottle - and, 
of course, gloves. 

So just where are they all 
going to go? The driver gets a 
clever mini-glovebox, and 
there’s the option of an under¬ 
seat drawer on the passenger 
side. 

A sunglasses case has been 
inserted above the door open¬ 
ing on the driver’s side, coin 
slots and pen holders are 
moulded into the inside edge 
of the lid of the glovebox while 
a second mini-glovebox has 
been added just below the light 
switch. 

The centre console can 
accommodate nine CD cases, 
with an insert for two cup 
holders, and rear passengers 
also benefit with a 12-volt 
connection available for MP3 
players, plus space for drinks 
bottles.

Turner won an appeal on 
Thursday night, however, and 
returned to action at Ascot 
on Friday. 

Although narrowly beaten on 
her comeback ride, the jockey 
made no mistake aboard 
Lombok in the DG Taxis Get 
You Home Safely Handicap. 
Turner settled the 
well-supported 6-1 chance at 
the rear of the field in the 
early stages but, after making 
stealthy headway in the 
straight, Michael Bell’s colt 
powered away to score by 
two and a half lengths from 
Perfect Shot. 

She said: “I’m obviously 
pleased to be back in the 
saddle, and I’d like to thank 
everyone who has 
supported me. 

“I’d also like to thank Michael 
Bell for giving me the 
opportunity to ride a horse 
like this, so soon after 
coming back.” 

The Nottingham stewards, 
though, kept her feet on the 
ground. They banned her for 
two days (July 26-27) for 
careless riding on Lombok. 



JOHN Ryan is hoping his unbeaten 
colt Silver Grecian can develop into 
a contender for the stanjames.com 
2000 Guineas. 

The promising youngster is 25-1 
with the sponsors after taking his 
100 per cent record to three in the 
Superlative Stakes at Newmarket. 
And Ryan would love to see the son 
of Haafhd, winner of the 2000 
Guineas in 2004, try to emulate his 
sire in the colts' Classic next May. 
“We’ll just see how he comes on in 
the next month to see where we 
go,” he said. “We are thinking of 
probably one last race before the 
end of the season. 

“In an ideal world he’ll be at the 
2000 Guineas. It would be nice to 
go for the Dewhurst, but we won’t 
make any decisions for a month. 
“He’s bred through the stallion to 
be a Guineas horse and he’s shown 
he’s got various attributes, he 
should get the mile okay, he’s got a 
bit of speed as well and a turn of 
foot. 

“We all know the route he can go - 
that’s written in books as it were, 
but he’ll tell us where the next 
chapter is.” 

■ July Cup winner Fleeting Spirit 
will have her next start in the 
Coolmore Nunthorpe Stakes on 
August 2 J. 

Jeremy Noseda’s four-year-old filly 
landed a deserved first success at 
the highest level, despite 
wandering around inside the final 
furlong on the July Course at 
Newmarket. 

After a lengthy stewards’ inquiry 
she kept the race, but sustained a 
few scratches and scrapes along 
the way. 

“She has come out of Newmarket a 
little sore but it is nothing that we 
won’t be able to sort out over the 
next JO days,” the said the 
Newmarket handler. 

“This was probably caused by her 
wayward course inside the final 
furlong of that race (she barged 
into Main Aim and King’s Apostle). 
“I am happy that we can get her in 
good order for the Nunthorpe.” 


■ Serious Attitude will next month 
head to France in pursuit of more 
Group One honours after her 
impressive victory at York. Rae 
Guest’s filly won the Cheveley Park 
Stakes as a juvenile, but blatantly 
failed to stay a mile in the J000 
Guineas at Newmarket.

That’s six and a half furlongs, so it 
looks about right. She’s definitely 
improving.” 

■ Aqlaam set himself up for a crack 
at Group One company when 
returning to winning form at the 
scene of his finest hour in the 
totesport Summer Mile at Ascot.

Bell: I’d like to have a 
go at Arc with Sariska 


SARISKA could be heading for an autumn 
date in Paris after demolishing her 
Classic rivals in the Darley Irish Oaks at 
the Curragh. 

It was hard to believe Sariska was actually 
contesting a top-class race and not simply 
having an exercise canter, such was the 
magnificence of Michael Bell’s filly on 
Sunday 

Five and a half weeks ago the daughter of 
Pivotal scrapped out a narrow victory 
against Midday in the Epsom version, but 
she left the same rival trailing more than 
seven lengths behind in third on 
rain-soaked ground. 

Roses For The Lady (25-1) held on for 
second, three lengths back, but it was not 
the winning margin that took the breath 
away but the sheer unabated confidence of 
Jamie Spencer as he sat with a tight rein 
adjacent to the long-time leader even 


approaching the final half-furlong. “She was 
just far superior to them and she has to be 
very exciting to win a race like that without 
coming out of second gear,” said Spencer. 

“Fran Berry (on Roses For The Lady) is a 
good friend of mine and I gave him a little 
wave as I went past. 

“I did a piece of work on her last week 
and she went so well Michael and I looked 
at each other and said it was not a question 
of whether she would win, but by how far. 

“She is pretty special. I got flattened in 
the Fred Darling at Newbury but she would 
have won that otherwise, even over seven 
furlongs. Remember, this was only her fifth 
race and she's still improving.” 

Bell said: “Coming into the race, I hate to 
say it, but I really thought she would win. 
She has won on fast and won on soft but 
that was very, very impressive. 

“I think now we will go for the Yorkshire 
Oaks (August 20) and then sit down and 


have a serious think about her autumn 
campaign. 

“Obviously she would have to be 
supplemented for the Arc, but you want to 
take on the best. There is the Prix de l’Opera 
but that might not be the right race now. 

“She is such a good filly it would be a 
shame not to have a dart at the Arc. 

“Then there is the Breeders’ Cup Turf as 
another later option.” 

Trainer Henry Cecil tried not to offer too 
many excuses for Midday (9-2) but said: 
“With the ground she wasn’t able to 
quicken, but I feared the winner would 
improve and she won very easily. 

“If it had been a bit quicker we might 
have been second but I wouldn’t want to 
take Sariska on again. If she went to the 
Yorkshire Oaks, we might go to Goodwood 
for the Nassau Stakes.” 



Goldie’s 
battle to 
take on 
world 

GOLDIE Sayers 
captured her seventh 
consecutive Aviva UK 
Championship title in 
Birmingham on 
Sunday - but 
admitted she faces a 
race against time to 
be fit for next 
month’s World 
Championships in 
Berlin. 

The 26-year-old from 
Newmarket made a 
shock return to 
action yesterday, 
having been 
diagnosed with a 
stress fracture to her 
lower back less than 
two months ago. 

But using a 
shortened run-up, 
Sayers, who finished 
fourth at the Beijing 
Olympics, achieved a 
best throw of 55.33m 
to take the title in 
what was only her 
second competition 
of the season. 

And while Sayers is 
aiming to get another 
competition under 
her belt at the Aviva 
London Grand Prix in 
Crystal Palace later 
this month, she was 
the first to admit the 
countdown to Berlin 
is already well 
under way. 

“lonly came her for 
the buzz and used a 
restricted run-up to 
protect my back and 
that affected my 
performance,” she 
said. “When you 
reduce your run-up it 
also affects your 
timing and that 
showed. This was a 
good training session 
and is not a measure 
of where I am now. 

“I hope to use a full 
run-up at Crystal 
Palace and that will 
give me a better 
indication. 

“It could be a race 
against time for the 
worlds, but we will 
see.” 
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
